Woman Is 


still missing 


Lacie Ranee Castle 
was last seen at the 
Darnton Family 
Nature Preserve

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY - 
Charlevoix County investiga- 
tors spent the last 4 days look- 
ing for a woman who went 
missing on November 5. Lacie 
Ranee Castle was reported 
missing by her husband on Sat- 
urday after not returning from 
the gym on Friday. According 
to investigators, her vehicle 
was located in the parking lot 
at the Darnton Family Nature 
Preserve on Behling Road and 
she was last seen on a trail 
camera in the area of Thunder 
Road and Anderson Road 
around 6 p.m. on November 5. 
Investigators searched using 
dogs and drones. “We had 
search and rescue teams from 
all over the state and one from 
Ohio. There was up to 20 dogs 
on Saturday night and Sun- 
day,” said Sheriff Chuck Von- 
dra. 

Family and volunteers from 
the community joined the 
search Monday and Tuesday 
aiding police in searching the 
nature preserve. “We searched 
that preserve thoroughly and 
didn’t locate Lacie nor did the 
dogs alert on any scent that she 
was in there,” said Vondra. The 
sheriff stated that he believed 
she never entered the preserve. 
“She was seen on camera 
north of that and the dogs 
alerted to us a trail on Peck 
Road north of the camera,” he 
said. “The indication that we 
got from k9 is that she went 
down Behling Road to Ander- 
son Rd, she didn’t go up 
through that preserve.” Vondra 
says he is confident that she is 
not in the preserve. “I don’t 
want people to give up on her 
but the resources I’ve spent 
tells me I don’t know where she 
is at, but she’s not in the nature 
preserve.”

tact the Helping Hearts of 
East Jordan Civil Group for 
more information. 

Nathan Weber, Harbor 
Master, led a discussion on 
the next steps for the future 
transformation of the city’s 
defunct transfer station. 
The station is presently 
used by the parks depart- 
ment for storage of vehicles 
and equipment as well as 
containing some piles of 
compost. Weber gave a his- 
tory on the property. The 
dump started early in the 
20th century. “That just be- 
came the site for E.J. to 
dump,” he said. For 20 years 
the city maintained a fifteen 
by fifteen clay lined pit to 
dispose of used oil, occa- 
sionally the fire department 
would practice putting out 
fires by lighting it on fire to 
burn off the oil. “The land- 
fill portion never met com- 
pliance through the 1900’s 
so we stopped using it in the 
early 80s,” he said. It was 
capped with sand when it 
should have been capped 
with clay but that’s been ex- 
cavated and has now been 
put to a true sanitary land- 
fill. The last soil sample was 
taken in 1987 and at that 
time it contained arsenic 
and heavy metals. “We are 
now in compliance for the 
last 30 years,” he said. 
There will be many steps in- 
volved to taking the transfer 
station to a safe, beautiful, 
public park. Placing it into 
the city’s inventory of city 
parks is a necessary first 
step. After that, the city will 
be hiring a private firm to 
conduct soil sampling. The 
last samples taken were 34 
years ago. Bids for the serv- 
ice are $3,000-$5,000. “There 
were things that EGLE re- 
quired over the last 40 years 
that have not been done. 
Due care obligations we 
were supposed to be doing 
since it was shut down. We 
might want to consider this 
as money we should have 
spent,” he concluded. “To 
me this type of service, 
whether we did it 15 years 
ago or when we closed the 
station or now, to me its 
data that’s important,” said 
City Administrator Tom 
Cannon. No action was

Cannon was directed 
to gather information and it 
was Clarified that any ex- 
penses would have to come 
out of next year’s budget 
cycle. 

Commissioners recog- 
nized and thanked the 
Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation for fully 
funding a grant to place 
kayak launches at Sports- 
man’s Park in the sum of 
$27,000. In addition, they 
also funded the river trail 
grant for consulting fees in 
the sum of $3,700. The trails 
grant will determine the to- 
pography of the proposed 
trail and provide a shovel 
ready design so fund raising 
and grant opportunities can 
be sought out. “It shows the 
support that we have locally 
for both of those projects,” 
said Cannon. 

Plans to rehabilitate the 
city harbor built in 1987 are 
moving forward. “We’ve 
done several projects 
through the years but at the 
end of the day it was built in 
87 and we just are far over- 
due for some new docks,” 
said Cannon. The city will 
reapply for the DNR/Water- 
ways grant that was 
awarded to East Jordan in 
2020 but was put on hold be- 
cause of the pandemic. 
They are also applying for a 
second grant through the 
Economic Development Ad- 
ministration as part of ARP 
funding. “We are a perfect 
project for this because our 
harbor is 100% an economic 
tool for our downtown and 
our community,” said Can- 
non. “I think we have a bet- 
ter oppotunity for funding 
today than we’ve had in the 
17 years I’ve been here.” 

The city has received 
$122,000 ARP Funds and ex- 
pect to receive the second 
half next fall. They are not 
ina hurry to spend the 
money and are in the 
process of looking for 
needed and qualifying proj- 
ects. “My game plan was 
and I think across the table, 
we all felt the same way, is 
that each department would 
all like to have something. 
We'd like to split it all as 
evenly as possible,” Ex- 
plained Cannon.

Vaccination clinics for 
9-11 year olds begins 


The Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan 
will begin to give COVID- 
19 vaccinations for chil- 
dren 5-11 years old 
starting this Friday, No- 
vember 5. Appointments 
are required and can be 
made by visiting the 
health department 
COVID-19 vaccination 
page for 5-11 year olds. 

Following approval by 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
and the Food and Drug 
Administration, providers 
across the country and 
northern Michigan are 
preparing to provide the 
Pfizer vaccine for children 
as young as 5-years-old. 

Scientists have con- 
ducted clinical trials with 
about 3,000 children and 
the FDA has determined 
that the Pfizer-BioNTech 
COVID-19 Vaccine has met 
the safety and efficacy 
standards for authoriza- 
tion in children ages 5 
through 15 years. In addi- 
tion, Pfizer-BioNTech 
COVID-19 Vaccine has 
now been FDA-approved 
for people ages 16 and 
older. 

“COVID-19 infection can 
cause serious illness in 
children, and that risk far 
exceeds any potential risk 
of the vaccine,” said Dr. 
Josh Meyerson, Pediatri- 
cian and the Medical Di- 
rector for the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “I strongly urge 
parents to consider getting 
a COVID-19 vaccine for 
children ages 5 years and 


older as soon as possible. 
If parents have any con- 
cerns or questions about 
whether the vaccine is 
right for their child, they 
should consult with their 
primary care provider,” 
Dr. Meyerson added. 

Although children are at 
a lower risk of becoming 
severely ill with COVID-19 
compared with adults, 
children can: 

¢ Be infected with the 
virus that causes COVID- 
19 

¢ Get very sick from 
COVID-19 

¢ Have both short and 
long-term health compli- 
cations from COVID-19 

¢ Spread COVID-19 to 
others 

The Health Department 
is hosting clinics espe- 
cially geared toward chil- 
dren 5 to 11 years old. 
These separate clinics will 
accommodate children in 
numerous ways, including 
clinics outside of school 
hours, allowing parents to 
comfort their child by hav- 
ing them sit on their laps 
and be more intimate, and 
smaller than clinics held 
for adults. 

A parent/guardian must 
accompany anyone 
younger than 18 toa 
COVID-19 clinic. Please 
bring an insurance card to 
the appointment.

Rep. Borton, House say 
‘no to discriminatory 
teaching in Michigan 


State Rep. Ken Borton 


and the Michigan House of 


Representatives on Tues- 
day approved a plan to 
prohibit race and gender 
stereotyping in public 
school curriculum. 

“An extreme movement 
wants students to be 
ashamed of themselves or 
judge others based on skin 
color or gender,” said Bor- 
ton, of Gaylord. “That is 
just wrong. This plan will 
put a stop to this move- 


ment in Michigan and help 


students learn kindness 
instead.” 

House Bill 5097 would 
prohibit the promotion of 


any form of race or gender 


stereotyping in state or 
local public school cur- 
riculum. Prohibited race 
or gender stereotyping 
would include a variety of 
teachings that make as- 
sumptions about people 
based on race or gender. 
The plan also prohibits 
curriculum that pushes 
the premise that individu- 
als bear collective guilt for 
historical wrongs commit- 
ted by their race or gender. 

HB 5097 passed the 
House unanimously, and it 
now advances to the Sen- 
ate for consideration. 


Governor veto of bird-feeding plan echoes unilateral pandemic action

When Gov. Gretchen Whit- 
mer vetoed my plan to over- 
ride a bureaucratic order 
that has effectively made 
feeding birds a crime in most 
of the state, it wasn’t exactly 
an unprecedented move for 
her. Over and over, the gover- 
nor has shown a preference 
for broad restrictions on the 
people of Michigan by execu- 
tive order — going around 
the people’s voice in the Leg- 
islature. 

The order against bird 
feeding was handed down by 
the Natural Resources Com- 
mission (NRC), and not for 
any reason related to helping 
Michigan’s bird population. 
It is supposedly intended to 
reduce the spread of disease 
in deer and elk, such as 
chronic wasting disease 
(CWD) and bovine tuberculo- 
sis, but the order is so broad 
that it prohibits any animal 
feeding if deer or elk get at 
the feed. 

Tintroduced House Bill 
4088 to protect bird-watchers 
from prosecution by specifi- 
cally authorizing wildlife and 
bird feeding. A person in- 
tending to view animals 
recreationally or to prevent 
starvation would have been 
allowed to place, scatter or 


distribute up to two gallons 
of feed within 300 feet of a 
residence. 

When she vetoed the bill, 
Gov. Whitmer said the re- 
strictive order from the NRC 
that practically bans bird 
feeding is “based on strong 
scientific evidence.” How- 
ever, when representatives 
from the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources testified in 
the Legislature against my 
bill, the Wildlife Division 
chief admitted he was not 
aware of any history, science 
or study demonstrating that 
backyard bird feeding leads 
to the spread of CWD or 
bovine tuberculosis. 

The governor’s veto and 
NRC order are a ridiculous 
overreach into the lives of 


Michigan residents. In 2010, I 
was ticketed under an earlier 


version of the feeding order 
because some deer came to 
my bird feeders in Gaylord. 
Thankfully, my case was dis- 
missed. That ban was lifted 
in 2011, but the order 
reemerged a few years ago to 
hang over people who feed 
and watch the birds that live 
in our state. 

The feeding ban is con- 
cerning not only because of 
the consequences it has on 
Michigan bird-watchers, but 
also because of how it was 
put in place. The order was 


adopted by bureaucratic ap- 
pointees on the NRC, not by 
the people’s elected represen- 
tatives in the Legislature. 
Lawmakers are chosen by 


the citizens to represent vari- 


ous viewpoints and local in- 
terests across Michigan. 
They bring the perspectives 
of their communities to the 
forefront when laws are 
made. But far too often, gov- 
ernors and bureaucrats 
claim their own authority to 
create consequential restric- 
tions for our state 

During the pandemic, we 
witnessed this claim of uni- 
lateral authority applied far 
beyond outdoor recreation, 
impacting families’ very 
livelihoods. For well over a 
year, Gov. Whitmer and her 
administration imposed 
strict requirements by uni- 
lateral orders. The orders 


limited and closed businesses 


and required people to stay 
home, all without approval 
from the representatives of 
the people. As with the NRC, 
the governor often listed sci- 
ence as the basis for her or- 
ders, while providing few 
specifics about the actual sci- 
entific evidence. 
Unfortunately, state laws 
often contribute to claims of 
unilateral authority by the 
administration. Supporters 
have often argued both the 


feeding ban and the pan- 
demic-era orders were sup- 
posedly legally authorized. 
But our laws should not un- 
dermine the Michigan Con- 
stitution, which outlines the 
importance of the separation 
of powers between the Legis- 
lature, administration, and 
courts. Neither the governor 
nor a bureaucratic commis- 
sion should be able to have 
such broad discretion over 
the people of Michigan. In 
the Legislature, I am working 
with my colleagues to clean 
up our laws to prevent execu- 
tive overreach. For instance, 
we approved the Unlock 
Michigan citizens’ initiative 
— which was unable to be ve- 
toed — to repeal one of the 
unconstitutional laws Gov. 
Whitmer used for her 
COVID-19 orders. 

There is much work to be 
done to rein in unilateral or- 
ders. I will continue standing 
up for the people of Northern 
Michigan by opposing any 
overreach, from bird-feeding 
bans to forced business clo- 
sures.

ORDINANCE NO. 265 CITY OF EAST JORDAN 


An Ordinance to secure the public health, safety 
and general welfare of the residents, property 
owners of the City of East Jordan, Charlevoix 
County, Michigan, by the regulation of noise within 
said city; to prescribe the penalties for the viola- 
tion thereof. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


An Ordinance to Amend Chapter 24 Offenses, Article VI Of- 
fenses Against Public Peace of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of East Jordan 


Section 1. TITLE 
This Ordinance shall be known and cited as the City Anti- 
Noise and Public Nuisance Ordinance. 


DEFINITIONS 


The following terms used in this Ordinance are defined as 
follows: 


Section 2. 


A. “Decibel” is a unit used to express the magnitude of 
sound pressure and sound intensity. The difference 
in decibels between two sound pressures is twenty 
(20) times the common logarithm of their ratio. In 
sound press measurements, the sound pressure level 
of a given sound is defined to be 20 times the com- 
mon logarithm of the ratio of the sound pressure to a 
reference pressure of2 x 10-5 N/m? (Newtons per meter 
squared). As an example of the effect of this for- 
mula, a 3 decibel change in the sound pressure level 
corresponds to a doubling or halving of the sound in- 
tensity, and a 10-decibel change corresponds to a 10- 
fold increase or decrease to 1110th the former 
intensity. 


B. “dB(A)” means the sound pressure level in decibels 
measured on the “A” scale of a standard sound level 
meter having characteristics defined by the American 
National Standards Institute, Publication ANSI sl.4- 
1971. 


C. “Engine Brakes” mean an exhaust or an exhaust man- 
ifold powered auxiliary braking system installed on 
motor vehicles, including on “trucks” and “truck trac- 
tors,” as those terms are used in the Michigan Motor 
Vehicle Code. “Engine Brakes” are commonly referred 
to as “jake brakes,” and the two terms shall be deemed 
equivalent for purposes of this ordinance. 


D. “Motor vehicle” means every vehicle which is self-pro- 
pelled whether or not licensed or intended for use 
upon public roads or streets. 


ANTI-NOISE REGULATIONS 
General Regulation. 


Section 3. 


A No person, firm or corporation shall cause or create any 
unreasonable or unnecessarily loud noise or dis- 
turbance, injurious to the health, peace, or 
quiet of the residents and property owners of the 
City. 

B. Specific Violations. 


The following noises and disturbances are hereby de- 
clared to be a violation of the Ordinance; provided, 
however, that the specification of the same is not 
thereby to be construed to exclude other violations 
of the Ordinance not specifically enumerated: 


1. The playing of any radio, phonograph, television, 
or other electronic or mechanical sound producing 
device, including any musical instrument in such a 
manner or with such volume as to unreasonably- 
upset or disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of other 
persons. 


2. Yelling, shouting, hooting or singing on the public 
streets between the hours of 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 
a.m., or at any time or place so as to unreasonably 
upset or disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of any 
persons in the vicinity. 


3. The emission or creation of any excessive noise 
which unreasonably interferes with the operation of 
any school, church, hospital or court. 


4. The keeping of any animal, bird or fowl, which 
emanates frequent or extended noise which shall un- 
reasonably disturb the quiet, comfort or repose of any 
person in the vicinity; such as allowing or permitting 
any dog to bark repeatedly in an area where such 
barking can be clearly heard from nearby residential 
property. 

5. a) A motor vehicle, including a motorcycle or 
moped, shall at all times be equipped with a muffler 
in good working order and in constant operation to 
prevent excessive or unusual noise and annoying 
smoke. A person shall not remove, destroy, or 
damage any of the baffles contained in the muffler, 
nor shall a person use a muffler cutout, bypass, or 
similar device upon a motorcycle or moped on a 
highway or street. 


b) The engine and power mechanism of a motor 
vehicle shall be so equipped and adjusted as to pre- 
vent the escape of excessive fumes or smoke. 


c) A motor vehicle shall at all times be equipped 
with a properly operating exhaust system which 
shall include a tailpipe and resonator on a vehicle 
where the original design included a tailpipe and 
resonator. 


d) A motor vehicle, while being operated on a high- 
way or street, shall be equipped with an ex- 
haust system in good working order to prevent 
excessive or unusual noise and shall be equipped to 
prevent noise in excess of the limits established in 
this act. 


6. The sounding of any horn or other device on any 
motor vehicle unless necessary to operate said vehicle 
safely or as required by the Michigan Motor Vehicle 
Code. 


7. The discharging outside of any enclosed building of 
the exhaust of any steam engine, internal combustion 
engine, motor vehicle, or motor boat engine except 
through a muffler or other similar device which will 
effectively prevent loud or explosive noises. The modi- 
fication of any noise abatement device on any motor ve- 
hicle or engine, or the failure to maintain the same so 
the noise emitted by such vehicle or engine is increased 
above that emitted by such vehicle as originally manu- 
factured, shall be in violation of this section. 


8. The erection, excavation, demolition, alteration or 
repair of any building or premises in any part of the City, 
and including the streets and highways, in such a man- 
ner as to emanate noise or disturbance unreasonably 
annoying to other persons, other than between the 


hours of 7:00 a.m. and sundown on any day, except in 
cases of urgent necessity, in the interest of public 
health and safety. In such case, a permit shall be ob- 
tained from the Building Inspector or Ordinance En- 
forcement Officer of the City, which permit shall limit 
the periods that the activity may continue. 


9. The creation of a loud or excessive noise unrea- 
sonably disturbing to other persons in the vicinity in 
connection with the operation, loading or unloading of 
any vehicle, trailer, railroad car, or other carrier or in con- 
nection with the repairing of any such vehicle in or 
near residential areas. 


10. The use of any drum, loudspeaker or other in- 
strument or device for the purpose of attracting at- 
tention to any performance, show, sale, display or 
other commercial purpose which, by the creation of 
such noise, shall be unreasonably disturbing to other 
persons in the vicinity. 


11. The operation of any loudspeaker or other sound 
amplifying device upon any vehicle on the streets of the 
township with the purpose of advertising, where such 
vehicle, speaker or sound amplifying device emits 
loud and raucous noises easily heard from nearby ad- 
joining residential property. 


12. The operation of any machinery, equipment or 
mechanical device so as to emit unreasonably loud 
noise which is disturbing to the quiet, comfort or re- 
pose of any person. 


13. The operation of any race track, proving 
ground, testing area or obstacle course for motor ve- 
hicles, motorcycles, boats, racers, automobiles or vehi- 
cles of any kind or nature in any area of the City 
where the noise emanating from there would be un- 
reasonably disturbing and upsetting to other persons 
in the vicinity. Under no circumstances shall any 
race track, proving ground, testing area or obsta- 
cle course operate after 11:00 on any evening. 


14. The use and application of engine brakes on 
any public road, street or on any public property 
or right-of-way within the City of East Jordan. 


C. Exceptions 


None of the prohibitions hereinbefore, enumerated 
shall apply to the following: 


1 Any police vehicle, ambulance, fire engine or 
emergency vehicle while engaged in necessary 
emergency activities. 


2 Warning devices emitting sound for warning pur- 
poses as authorized by law. 


SECTION 4. ANTI-NOISE REGULATION BASED UPON 
dB(A) CRITERIA 


In order to regulate and prove violations occurring under 
Section 3 of this Ordinance, any noise in excess of the 
maximum decibel limits according to the regulations 
stated below is deemed to be in violation of this Ordi- 
nance. 


A. Regulations for Decibel Measurement of Noise 
Originating from Private Properties. 


Noise emanating from the following uses, as meas- 
ured at the boundaries of the property, which is in 
excess of the dB(A) established for the districts and 
times herein listed shall constitute prima facie evi- 
dence that such noise unreasonably disturbs the 
comfort, quiet and repose of persons in the area and 
is therefore in violation of this Ordinance. Violations 
shall exist when the source or sources exceed the 
following limitations. As an example, such noise 
shall include that emitting from the production, pro- 
cessing, cleaning, servicing, testing, repairing and 
manufacturing of materials, goods or products, in- 
cluding vehicles. 


Limitations Limitations

Harmonic or pure tones, and periodic or repetitive 
impulse sound shall be in violation when such 
sounds are at a sound pressure level of 5 dB(A) 
less than those listed above. 


Where property is partly in two zoning districts or ad- 
joins the boundary of a zoning district, the dB(A) levels 
of the zoning district of the property where the noise 
is emanating shall control. 


The following exceptions shall apply to these regulations 
under, this Section 4, subsection A: 


1. Construction projects shall be subject to the 
maximum permissible noise levels specified for indus- 
trial districts, as long as a valid building permit has been 
issued by the City and is currently in effect. 


2. All railroad operations shall be subject to the 
maximum permissible noise levels specified for indus- 
trial districts, regardless of the zone where they are lo- 
cated. 


3. Noises occurring between 7:00 a.m. and sun- 
down caused by home or building repairs or from 
maintenance of grounds are excluded, provided, such 
noise does not exceed the limitations specified in Sec- 
tion 4A by more than 20 dB(A). 


4. Noises emanating from the discharge of firearms 
are excluded, providing the discharge of the firearms 
was authorized under Michigan law and all local or- 
dinances. 


B. Regulations for Decibel Measurement of Motor Driven 
Vehicles on Public Roads. 


1. After April 1, 1978, a motor vehicle shall not be 
operated or driven on a highway or street, if the motor 
vehicle produces total noise exceeding 1 of the follow- 
ing limits at a distance of 50 feet except as provided 
in subdivisions 2(c) and 3(c): 


a. A motor vehicle with a gross weight or gross vehi- 
cle weight rating of 8,500 pounds or more, combina- 
tion vehicle with gross weight or gross vehicle weight 
ratings of 8,500 pounds or more. 


i) Ninety dB(A), if the maximum lawful speed 


on the highway or street is greater than 35 
miles per hour. 


ii) Eighty-six dB(A), if the maximum lawful 
speed on the highway or street is not more 
than 35 miles per hour. 


iii) Eighty-eight dB(A), under stationary run-up 
test. 


b. A motorcycle or a moped: 


i) Eighty-six dB(A), if the maximum lawful 
speed on the highway or street is not more 
than 35 miles per hour. 


ii) Eighty-two dB(A), if the maximum lawful speed 
on the highway or street is not more than 35 
miles per hour. 


iii) Ninety-five dB(A), under stationary run-up test at 
75 inches. 


c. A motor vehicle or a combination of vehicles 
towed by a motor vehicle not covered in subdivision 
(1) or (2): 
i) Eighty-two dB(A), if the maximum lawful speed 
on the highway or street is greater than 35 
miles per hour. 


ii) Seventy-six dB(A), if the maximum lawful speed 
on the highway or street is not more than 35 
miles per hour. 


iii) Ninety-five dB(A), under stationary run-up test 
20 inches from the end of the tailpipe. 


2. A dealer shall not sell or offer for sale for use upon a 
street or highway in this city, a new motor vehicle man- 
ufactured after April 1, 1978, which produces a maxi- 
mum noise exceeding the following limits: 


a. A motor vehicle with a gross vehicle rating of 8,500 
pounds or more -83 dB(A). 


b. A motorcycle or a moped - 83 dB(A). 


c. A motor vehicle not covered in subdivision a. orb. 
- 80 dB(A). 


3. A person shall not operate a vehicle on a highway or street 
if the vehicle has a defect in the exhaust system which af- 
fects sound reduction, is not equipped with a muffler or 
other noise dissipative device, or is equipped with a cutout, 
bypass, amplifier, or a similar device. 


4. A person, either acting for themselves or as the agent 
or employee of another, shall not sell, install, or replace a 
muffler or exhaust part that causes the motor vehicle to 
which the muffler or exhaust part is attached to exceed 
the noise limits established by this act, or a rule prom- 
ulgated under this act. 


5. A person shall not modify, repair, replace, or remove a 
part of an exhaust system causing the motor vehicle to 
which the system is attached to produce noise in excess 
of the levels established by this act, or operate a motor 
vehicle so altered on a street or highway. 


6. A dealer shall not sell a used or secondhand motor ve- 
hicle for use upon a street or highway which is not in 
compliance with this act. 


C. Measurement of Noise 


All measurements of dB(A) pursuant to subparagraph 
A of this Section shall be made by using a sound level 
meter of standard design and operated on the “A” 
weight scale, with “slow” meter response. All meas- 
urements of dB(A) pursuant to subparagraph B of this 
section shall substantially conform to the require- 
ments of Section 707e of the Michigan Vehicle Code. 


PUBLIC NUISANCE REGULATIONS 


No person, firm or corporation shall create, cause or 
maintain any public nuisance within the City by the 
unreasonable emission of dust, smoke or noxious odors 
which are offensive or disturbing to adjacent property 
owners and residents or persons in the area. 


Section 5. 


Section 6. VALIDITY 


The several provisions of this Ordinance are declared to 
be separate if any Court of Law shall hold that any sec- 
tion or provision thereof is invalid, such holding shall not 
affect or impair the validity of any other section or pro- 
vision of this Ordinance. 


Section 7. PENALTIES 


A. A violation of Section 3.B.5(d) or 3.B.14, or Section 
4.B.1, 4.B.3 or 4.B.5 is a municipal civil infraction, for 
which the fine shall be not less than One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) nor more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) for the first offense and not less than Five 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00), nor more than One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) for a subsequent of- 
fense, in the discretion of the court, and in addition 
to all other costs, damages, expenses and actual attor- 
ney’s fees incurred by the City in enforcing the ordi- 
nance. For purposes of this section, a “subsequent 
offense” means a violation of this ordinance commit- 
ted with respect to a separate incident by the same 
person within twelve (12) months after a previous vio- 
lation of the ordinance for which said person admitted 
responsibility or was adjudicated to be responsible. 
Each day that a violation occurs shall constitute a 
separate offense. 


B. A violation of any other provision of this ordinance is a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) or ninety (90) days in jail or both. 


C. If it is shown that the noise level of a motor vehicle is 
in excess of the dB(A) levels established in this ordi- 
nance, that evidence shall be deemed prima facie evi- 
dence that the motor vehicle was producing excessive 
noise in violation of this ordinance. 


Section 8. EFFECTIVE DATE 


This Ordinance was approved and adopted by the City 
Commission on 11-02-2021, and shall be effective 
seven (7) days after publication.
